Secretary Windom Is Dead, 
New York, Jan 29 .—Hon. William 
Windom, secretary of th e treasury of 
th e United States, died to-nigh t at 
10.01 o'clock, in th e banquet ball at 
Delmonico's, wh ere h e was a guest of 
th e New York Board of Trade and 
Transp ortation. 
He h ad finish ed h is 
resp onse, h ad seated h imself, swooned 
at once, and died almost immediately . 
Ev ery affort to restore was made, but 
in vain. He died of h eart disease. 
Th e great assemblage at once dis­ 
solved. 
Mr. Windom h ad been th e 
only sp eaker, and th e sentiment to 
wh ich h e resp onded was: “Our Coun­ 
try ’s Prosp erity Dep endent Up on Its 
Instruments of Commerce,” 


The h ouse ap p rop riation committee 
h as been grated a clerk in th e p erson 
of Miss Ev a McDonald. 


T h e Dunn-Price contest in th e leg­ 
islature resulted in seating Mr. Price 
for th e simp le reason th at h e is a 
democrat.

Joh n Eddy informs us th at a

ch ickens h as remained 
about h is 
p remises late last fall. 


Reduction in 1 merest 
Th e reduction of th e legal rate of 
interest in Minnesota is a matter 
wh ich will cause much debate in th e 
legislature th is winter, and a bill of 
th at uature will undoubtedly p ass 
both h ouses. 
Th e Detroit Record 
very truly remarks on th e subject: “A 
reduction of th e interest would be a 
very good th ing if, iu p assing such a 
law, ‘h e legislature could also comp el 
th e eastern money loaner to p lace h is 
cap ital in th is state. 
But it can not 
do th is. 
Admitting th at a reduction 
of th e legal rate of interest will p re­ 
vent th e giv ing and taking of a rate 
h igh er th an th at p rov ided by law, we 
th ink th e result would be disastrous 
to th e man wh ose farm is now en­ 
cumbered by mortgage. 
Even at th e 
ex isting rate of interest it is often im­ 
p ossible or very difficult to obtain 
money , eith er as a new loan or to p ay 
a mortgage due, and wh at will be th e 
case if th e rate is cut down as p ro­ 
p osed? We fear th at many farmers 
wh o migh t oth erwise be able to say e 
th eir farms will be obliged to see 
th em sold under th e sh enfTs h ammer.” 


It Didn’t Work. 
Itasca county is now uuorg&nized, 
but desires to become a full-fledged 
county by action of th e p resen legis­ 
lature. 
Rep resentativ e Foley , of Ait­ 
kin, say s th e News, stole a march on 
th e La Prairie p eop le by p utting a 
bill th rough th e h use organizing th e 
cjunty , but leav ing it attach ed to 
th e Fifth teenth judicial district, as it 
now is, for judicial p urp oses. 
Wh en 
Itasca county was originally attach ed 
to th e Fifth teenth district, th e only 
means of communication to th e coun­ 
ty seat of an organized county was by 
stage or riv er from La Prairie to Ait­ 
kin. 
Th e Duluth & Winnip eg road 
is now construct* d from Cloquet to 
La Prairie, and in th ree h ours’ time 
th e p eop le of Itasca county can go to 
North ern Pacific Junction, th e county 
seat of Carlton county , to transact 
th eir legal business. 
Th ey can leave 
h ome in th e morning and h ave several 
h ours for business at North ern Pacific 
Junction and return th e same nigh t, 
wh ile to go by rail to Aitkin, as th e 
trains now run, takes two nigh ts and 
a day . 
It costs $36 in mileage and 
fees to take a witness or juror to Ait­ 
kin from La Prairie, and th e p eop le 
of Itasca county naturally p rotest 
and ask to be attach ed to th e Elev enth 
district, wh ich embraces Carlton and 
St. Louis counties. 
If th ey find no 
judge at North ern Pacific Junction it 
is only twenty -four miles to Duluth , 
wh ile if Aitkin sh ould h ave no judge 
wh en a call was made it would necee- 
Mtategoing twice as far to Brainerd. 
and a loss of anoth er day . 
Wh en th r 
La Prairie citizens ap p eared before 
th e senate committee it did not take 
long to ch ange th e h ouse bill *o attach 
Itasca county to th e Elev enth district. 
Th ough Rep resentativ e Foley h as a 
h otel at Aitkin, h o can h ardly ex p ect 
th e legislature to comp el th e p eop le 
of Itasca county to go to th e ex p ense 
of v isiting h is h ostelry by p ositive en­ 
actment. 


Mr. J no . Co o per, o f Co o per 
& Gray , 
returned Saturday fro m a trip to 
their camps o n Pine river. 
He repo rts 
that while lo gging o peratio ns are in 
pro gress the haul is very expensive. 
The ro ad at these two camps is abo ut 
a mile lo ng and it has taken fo ur 
ho raee and fo ur o xen to keep it in re­ 
pair. A machine is nsed to chip ice 
fro m the lake and it ia lo aded o nto 
wago ns and distributed alo ng the 
ruts, but warm weather has melted 
the ice abo ut as fast it has been pnt 
in. The firm had expected to cut 
abo ut 6,000,000 feet at these two 
campe, but so far have go tten in but 
abo ut 1,700,000. There is mo re sno w 
at their Bear nver camps.

Th e St. Paul News, an Alliance 
organ, ch aracterizes th e decision in 
Dunn-Price contest as unjust “It 
th e 


Claimants o f Mille Lacs Lands. 
Th e belief p rev ails h ere th at th e 
claimants of th e lands up on th e odd 
numbered sections in th e Mille Lacs 
Indians reservation h ave a very small 
ch ance of ev er securing title to th e 
lands. 
A large number of Minnesota 
men, and some of th em p rominent in 
th e p olitics of th e state, are interested 
in th ese claims. 
Th ere is little doubt 
th at th e valid claims on th e even 
numbered sections will be allowed, 
and th e land office is now p rep aring 
to h ave th ese cases settled. 
So far 
as th e Indians are concerned th ey are 
being moved off as rap idly as p ossible. 
Henry M. Rice and oth er members of 
th e Ch ip p ewa commission, are busily 
engaged in moving th e Indians to 
Wh ite Earth , building h ouses for th em 
and locating th em on lands in sev eral­ 
ty . But a sh ort time ago more money 
was furnish ed Mr. Rice to carry on 
th is wo rk. 
A sawmill h ad been p ur­ 
ch ased fo r th e Indians, and lumber is 
being sawed out on th e Wh ite Earth 
reservation to build h omes for th ese 
Milie Lacs Indians, wh o h ave no* 
only been induced to leave th eir 
reservation, but wh o, by th e decision 
of th e Secretary of th e Interior, h ave 
no reserv ation at Mille Lacs. 
But, so 
far as th e odd numbered sections are 
concerned, two railroad comp anies 
h ave a claim, and if th e North ern Pa­ 
cific losses on account of th e Guilford 
Miller decision, th e St. Paul A Duluth 
will ap p arently h ave an op p ortunity 
to secure th e lands in p reference to 
th e righ ts of th e settlers and th eir as­ 
signees. Th ere is likely to be a great 
deal of litigation in th is matter before 
it is finally settled, and it is p ossible 
th at some very interesting facts may 
be develop ed, as every effort will be 
made by th e railroad comp any to 
sh ow th at th e claimants h ave insecure 
title.—Wash ington Disp atch . 


hus ,” say s the News, “ co ntrary to 
bo th the law and the evidence, and 
the o nly real surprise co nnected with 
the mutter is that Dunn and his friends 
sho uld have imagined that he wo uld 
receive fair play fro m a bo dy which 
is, by co mbinatio n, po litically o ppo sed 
to him.

Lumbermen to Unite. 
There is a dispo sitio n sho wn by the 
state and natio nal go vernment to 
gradually extend the signal service. 
Why canno t the lumbermen ask with 
go o d grace that the department add 
so mething in the way o f a bureau 
which wo uld be o f value to them. 
In 
Minneso ta a statio n say at Grand 
Rapids, o r La Prairie, which wo uld 
send o ut info rmatio n co ncerning the 
rain fall in summer and sno w fall in seven, 
winter, wo uld be o f inestimable value 
to the lumbermen. There is much 
o ther info rmatio n co ncerning the stage 
o f water in the streams, etc., which 
wo uld be o f value. 
Similar statio ns 
at central po ints in Wisco nsin and 
Michigan sho uld be lo cated. 
Why 
canno t the lumbermen unite a mo ve­ 
ment fo r the establisnment o f such a 
signal service fo r their benefit ? Cer­ 
tainly the lumber interest is large 
eno ugh to entitle the lumbermen to 
such a bureau, and the info rmatio n 
which co uld be sent o ut wo uld be en­ 
tirely fo r their benefit.—Lumberman.

Th ose wh o take an interest in th e 
study of natural h istory may be p leased 
to know th at in a few weeks th e stag 
deer in th e p ark will undergo a de­ 
cided ch ange. 
He will soon be sh orn 
of th e roy al antlers th at h ave made 
h im for th e last y ear th e p ride of th e 
glen. 
With th e loss of th e antlers th e 
stag will ch ange h is disp osition and 
become as docile as a lamb. 
He will 
sh ow an inclination to court p ublic 
p etting rath er th an avoid it 
He will 
remain in th is condition of temp er 
until th e beginning of March , wh en 
h e will sh ow a disp osition to Inrk in 
sequestered sp ots of th e glen and 
rim idly avoid th e p resence of all, even 
of h is kind. 
During th is p eriod, on 
th e sp ot wh ere th e antlers were, a 
p air of p rotuberances will make th eir 
ap p earance, covered with a soft, dark, 
velvety skin. 
Th ese will attain a 
considerable growth in a few day s. 
Th e carotid arteries of th ese p rotuber­ 
ances will enlarge with th em in order 
to sup p ly a sufficiency of nourish ­ 
ment. 
Wh en th e new antlers h ave 
attained th eir full growth , wh ich will 
be in ten weeks after th e old ones 
h ave been sh ed, th e bony rings at th e 
base th rough wh ich th e antlers p ass 
will begin to th icken, and gradually 
tilling up will comp ress th e blood 
vessels and ultimately obliterate th em. 
Th e velvety skin th at surrounds th e 
bone, being th us dep riv ed of nourish ­ 
ment, will lose its v itality and will be 
rubb« *d off in sh reds by th e stag on 
th e edges of rocks or oth er h ard 
substances. 
As soon as th e full size 
of th e antlers is attained th e docile 
disp osition of th e deer will disppear, 
and h e will become once mo re for th e 
y ear th e fierce and unfriendly king o f 
th e glen. 
Th e age of th e deer, ac­ 
cording to writers on natural histo ry , 
is comp uted by th e number o f po ints 
on th e antlers. At th e present time 
th ere are six . Th e nex t set will bear 
sh owing th at seven summers 
h ave p assed since th e date of h is 
birth .—San Francisco Cronicle.

It was o ue o f his 
dearest wishes to have a big ho spital 
in Rio , but he lacked the mo ney 
wherewith to build it and the wealthy 
co uld no t be induced to subscribe. 
Then an idea came to him. as it had 
to the Empero r J o seph nearer ho me, 
and he began to besto w titles. Any 
man who was willing to give a go o d, 
ro und sum to the ho spital co uld call 
himself co unt, visco unt o r baro n. 
The patent o f no bility was no t hered­ 
itary , and if the children wished to 
inherit the father’s title they had to 
pay o ver again. Rio was suddenly 
peo pled with no bles and the ho spital 
was built o n a grand scale; and when 
it was co mpleted Do m Pedro had the

F acts for Farmers, 
The sooner you begin to teach 
colt the more docile it will become. 
Hogs’ ills usually result of crowding 
and uncleanly surroundings. 
The results of good feed are often 
credited to the breed. 
Take off the blinders and give the 
horse a chance to see things as they 
are. 
The more convenient the arrange­ 
ments for feeding stock the less the 
cost of care. 
If cattle are always kep t in good 
condition, they are always ready for 
the market. 
Comfortable blankets may save a 
veterinarian’s bill or the life of a 
horse or two. 
* Wire fence without barbs will stop 
ordinary stock and it is cheap er than 
barbed, besides being more humane. 
At p resent p rices better sell oats to 
p eop le w ho have horses to feed and 
buy bran for cattle. 
It looks as if we shall have to soon 
have regular insp ection of herds and 
stables. 


The p eop le of France want our 
p ork. It is hard to tell what the gov 
eminent wants. 
Never allow your horse to lose con­ 
fidence in you. To keep its confidence 
is half the battle. 
Simp ly keep ing life in the animal 
during the winter is an old p lan, but 
it is not a p aying one. 
We have always found changing 
square off from one kind of feed to 
another very unsatisfactory. 
The quality of the colt and not the 
cost of the service of the stallion, 
should be the controling considérât ion. 
The only way to make horse-ruising 
p rofitable is to breed and feed for the 
best. 


Pigs in W arm Q uarters. 
Pigs, esp ecially the imp roved breeds, 
have less covering than m ost other 
domestic 
animals. They 
therefore 
need warm 
winter sleep ing 
ap a rt­ 
ments, but should not be p ut where 
they can burrow’ under straw or man­ 
ure and cover themselves up , as they 
will if they get a chance. A t ightly en­ 
closed room not over six six feet high, 
and enough straw for them to lie on 
comfortably, is better than an indefi­ 
nite p ile of straw out of doors. When 
the p igs come out from the latter re­ 
treat they are often too warm, and 
becoming chilled while at the trough 
they take cold, as other animals would 
do under like conditions.

English Dairy ing;. 
The British Dairy Farm ers’ associa­ 
tion held an interesting meeting a 
short time since a t York from t he p ro­ 
ceedings of which it ap p ears th a t the 
farmers of the United » States are likely 
to have more comp etition in th at 
direction than they have had for some 
time. 
F or ten years there has been an im­ 
p ortant change in English agriculture. 
There has been a constant falling off 
in grain. The English fanner has 
found it imp ossible to comp ete with 
the wheet growers of Ameaica and 
Russia. They have been driven from 
wheat to grass. 
At the same time, notwithstanding 
the change somewhat relieved them, 
they have been hard p ut to it in com­ 
p etition in live sto« *k. It is almost 
imp ossible for them raise stockcattle 
in conip etition with those grown on 
the cheap er lands of Canada. If cheap 
stock cattle, or “store cattle,” as they 
are called in England, could be freely 
imp orted from the ranges of the 
United States and of the northwest­ 
ern territory of the dominion of Can­ 
ada, the farmers of England could, 
p erhap s, m aintain a foothold by fat­ 
tening them. But although they have 
p etitioned the government for free im­ 
p ortation, it has refused to modify its 
p rohibitory edict which keep s out 
American cattle under the guise of 
sanitary regulation. 
Tlte result has been th at there has 
lately been a growing tendency to 
dairy farming. Even here the English 
farmers have felt severely the effects 
of 
comp etition 
of 
the 
butter 
makers of the United States, Den­ 
mark and France. But there have 
been distinct influences to encourage 
English dairying. The p rice of good 
butter has steadily advanced, not­ 
withstanding the increase of im p orta­ 
tions. There was $ 49,832,0(10 wort h 
of butter imp orted in 1889, which was 
an increase of $ 6,326,450 over 1888. 
The abandonment of wheat growing 
comp elled English farmers to look for 
something 
more 
p rofitable, 
and 
during the last two or three years 
they have been making up their minds 
to go into dairying more than they 
have done. And all the indications 
are th at the demand for good butter 
will increase much more rap idly t han 
the sup p ly, no m atter how large it 
may be. 
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Much.

Stir in one teasp oonful of baking 
p owder, beat one egg well, make a 
hole in the mixture, p our in the beat­ 
en egg and add enough milk to form 
a light dough.

For instance, a baking p owder con­ 
cern p ublishes a drawing showing a 
servant maid a t the rear door return­ 
ing a can of a rival’s p roduct to the 
grocer’s boy with injunction to take it

The 
wit of the m atter consists in the 
m anner in which the servant holds 
the can in her hand, which is so turn­ 
ed th a t but a p ortion of the label of 
the can can be read. While the entire 
label is not visible, a sufficient p ortion 
can be seen to indicate without doubt 
what brand of p owder it is which is 
condemned.

Repa ir Sho p Burned. 
The rin gin g of the fire bell on Sun ­ 
d ay ev en in g at 10:45, brought the 
populace out on d ouble quick time, 
an d the lurid flames that shot sky­ 
ward in d icated the fire to be amon g 
the Northern Pacific shops in East 
Brain erd . The blaze was located in 
the large wood en structure kn own as 
the old pain t shop, but which for some 
time past has been used as a car re­ 
pair shop, an d the fire d epartmen t 
was quickly on han d . The in flamable 
material with which the build in g was 
filled mad e it impossible to sav e the 
build in g or an y of its con ten ts, an d 
the atten tion of the firemen was d i­ 
rected to sav in g the surroun d in g 
property, an d con fin e the fire to the 
on e build in g. In sid e the build in g 
were twelv e flat cars un d ergoin g re­ 
pairs, besid es a quan tity of lumber 
an d some pain ts an d oils, which were 
stored in a room on the n orth sid e of 
it. So quickly d id the fire bum that 
sev eral box cars stan d in g on the tracks 
n ear the build in g were bad ly d amaged 
before they could be remov ed . We 
are in formed that the compan y's loss 
is estimated at from $ 10,000 to $ 12,000 
which is fully cov ered by their blan ket 
in suran ce. 
In this d epartmen t there were about 
n in ety men at work, an d ev ery on e of 
them lost their kit of tools, which 
were kept in the build in g when n ot in 
use, the v alue of the en tire lot bein g 
n early $ 4,000. It may n ot be gen erally 
kn own that in man y b ran ches of work 
in railroad busin ess the workman hav e 
to furn ish their own tools an d this was 
on e of them. The loss is a serious 
on e to the men , an d some of their 
frien d s hav e started a ben efit for 
them m the shape of a ball to be giv en 
at the roller rin k on Frid ay ev en in g, 
February 6th, the music, the n n k, an d 
the prin tin g all hav in g been d on ated 
free of charge, so whatev er sum is 
realized from the sale of tickets will 
be a n et profit, an d the amoun t will be 
used toward s helpin g them to replace 
the tools d estroyed . 
The build in g burn ed was n early the 
last of the origin al shof» s built by the 
compan y at this poin t un d er the Jay 
Cooke reigin e, an d stood in a v ery 
cen tral position , but the shops which 
hav e been built sin ce that time are of 
fire proof con struction which greatly 
lessen the d an ger of the flames spread ­ 
in g. The compan y will rebuild the 
shop d estroyed an d in a large an d 
more substan tial man n er, as the work 
in that d epartmen t is pressin g, an d 
all the men are ai work n ow out of 
d oors, somethin g that can n ot always 
be d on e in this latitud e at this time 
of the year. 
The origin of the fire has n ot yet 
been traced to an y authen tic source, 
but from what we can glean it is quite 
ev id en t that it was n ot the work of an 
\ 
in cen d iary as at first supposed . 


SCHOOL HOUSE U S E P. 
Some six hours after the fire abov e 
record ed occurred , the school house 
in East Brain erd was d iscov ered to 
be on fire by Mr. Eastman , who gav e 
the alarm, an d by d iligen t work the 
blaze was extin guished 
before it 
gain ed sufficien t head way to material­ 
ly d amage the build in g. 
The build - I 
mg was set on fire by some ev il min d ­ 
ed person by fillin gthe space between 
the storm an d in sid e d oors with waste, 
saturated with oil an d then firin g it. ; 
The build in g would certain ly hav e 
been d estroyed if it had n ot been d is­ 
cov ered just at that time, as the hose 
of the tire compan y was still at the 
scen e of the fire of the n ight prev ious, j

Adm itting ihat a reduction 
of the legal rate of interest will pre­ 
vent the giving and taking of a rate 
higher than that provided by law, we 
think the result would be disastrous 
to the man whose farm is now en­ 
cumbered by mortgage. 
Even at the 
existing rate of interest it is often im ­ 
possible or very difficult to obtain 
money, either as a new loan or to pay 
a m ortgage due, and what will be the 
case if the rate is cut down as pro­ 
posed? 
We fear that many farmers 
who m ight otherwise be able to saye 
their farms will be obliged to see 
them sold under the sheriff s hammer.” 


Claimants of Mille Lacs Lands. 
The belief prevails here that the 
claimant* of the lands upon the odd 
num bered sections in the Mille Lacs 
Indians reservation have a very small 
chance of ever securing title to the 
lands. 
A large num ber of Minnesota 
men, and some of them prominent in 
the politics of the state, are interested 
in these claims. 
There is little doubt 
that the valid claims on the even 
num bered sections will be allowed, 
and the land office is now preparing 
to have these cases settled. 
So far 
as the Indians are concerned they are 
being moved off as rapidly as possible. 
Henry M. Rice and other members of 
the Chippewa commission, are busily 
engaged iQ moving the Indians to 
W hite Earth, building houses for them 
and locating them on lands in several­ 
ty. 
But a short time ago more money 
was furnished Mr. Rice to carry on 
this work. 
A sawmill had been pur­ 
chased for the Indians, and lum ber is 
being sawed out on the W hite E arth 
reservation to build homes for these 
Milie Lacs Indians, who have no» 
only been induced to leave their 
reservation, but who, by the decision 
of the Secretary of the Interior, have 
no reservation at M illeLacs. 
But, so 
far as the odd num bered sections are 
concerned, two railroad companies 
have a claim, and if the Northern Pa­ 
cific losses on account of the Guilford 
Miller decision, the St. Paul & Duluth 
will apparently have an opportunity 
to secure the lands in preference to 
the rights of the settlers and their as­ 
signees. 
There is likely to be a great 
deal of litigation in this m atter before 
it is finally settled, and it is possible 
that some very interesting facts may 
be developed, as every effort will be 
made by the railroad company to 
show that the claimants have insecure 
title.—W ashington Dispatch. 


Lumbermen to Piute. 
There is a disposition shown by the 
state and national government 
to 
gradually extend the signal service 
W hy cannot the lum berm en ask with 
good grace that the departm ent add 
som ething in the way of a bureau 
which would be of value to them. 
In 
Minnesota a station say at G rand 
Rapids, or L a Prairie, which would 
send out information concerning the 
rain fall in summer and snow fall in 
winter, would be of inestimable value 
to tbe lumbermen. 
There is much 
other information concerning the stage 
of water in the streams, etc., which 
would be of value. 
Sim ilar stations 
at central points in Wisconsin and 
M ichigan should be located. 
Why 
cannot the lumbermen unite a move­ 
m ent for the establisnm ent of such a 
signal service for their benefit ? 
Cer­ 
tainly the lum ber interest is large 
enough to entitle the lumbermen to 
such a bureau, and the information 
which could be sent out would be en­ 
tirely for their benefit.—Lumberman.

It Didn’t W ork. 
Itasca county is now uuorganized, 
but desires to become a full-fledged 
county by action of the presen legis­ 
lature. 
Representative Foley, of Ait­ 
kin, says the News, stole a march on 
the La Prairie people by putting a 
bill through the h use organizing the 
county, but leaving it attached to 
the Fifthteenth judicial district, as it 
now is, for judicial purposes. 
W hen 
Itasca county was originally attached 
to the Fifthteenth district, the only 
means of communication to the coun­ 
ty seat of an organized county was by 
stage or river from La Prairie to Ait­ 
kin. 
The D uluth & W innipeg road 
is now construct* d from Cloquet to 
La Prairie, and in three hours’ time 
the people of Itasea county can go to 
Northern Pacific Junctiom, the county 
seat of Carlton county, to transact 
their legal business. 
They can leave 
home in the morning and have several 
hours for business at N orthern Pacific 
Junction and return the same night, 
while to go by rail to Aitkin, as the 
trains now run, takes two nights and 
a day. 
It costs $116 in mileage and 
fees to take a witness or juror to Ait­ 
kin from La Prairie, and tho people 
of Itasca county naturally protest, 
and ask to be attached to the Eleventh 
district, which embraces Carlton and 
St. Louis counties. 
If they find no 
judge at Northern Pacific Junction it 
is only twenty-four miles to Duluth, 
while if Aitkin should have no judge 
when a call was made it would neces- 
Mtute going twice as far to Brainerd. 
and a loss of another day. 
When thf 
La Prairie citizens appeared before 
the senate committee it did not take 
long to change the house bill to attach 
Itasca county to the Eleventh district. 
Though Rrepresentative Foley has a 
hotel at Aitkin, he can hardly expect 
the legislature to compel the people 
of Itasca county to go to the expense 
of visiting his hostelry by positive en­ 
actm ent. 


Claims all ihe Virtue. 
The St. Paul News, an Alliance 
organ, characterizes the decision in 
the Dunn-Price coatest as u n ju st “It 
was,” says the News, “contrary to 
both the law and the evidence, and 
the only real surprise connected with 
the m atter is that Dunn and hi? friends 
should have imagined that he would 
receive fair play from a body which 
is, by combination, politically opj*osed 
to him. 
Unfortunately that is not tbe 
way politics are handled in this coun­ 
try.” 
This last remark has a broad 
basis of truth. 
Both of the old politi­ 
cal parties have usually shown them ­ 
selves prone to take advantage of any 
technicality, and to ignor law and 
justice for the purpose of seating their 
own party follower whenever there is 
a contested 6eat in any legislative 
body which one party may happen to 
control. 
And according to the News’ 
confession, the new Alliance party, 
which claims so much superiority to 
the old parties in the m atter of purity, 
is no better. 
What a confession for 
the organ of a bran-new party which 
is just now claiming all the virtue! 
The fact for human nature is the same 
whether it is labeled Republican, 
Democratic or Alliance.—Tribune. 


Mr. Jno. Cooper, of Cooper & Gray, 
returned Saturday from a trip to 
their camps on Pine river. 
He reports 
that while logging operations are in 
progress the haul is very expensive. 
The road at these two camps is about 
a mile long and it has taken four 
horses and four oxen to keep it in re­ 
pair. 
A machine is used to chip ice 
from the lake and it is loaded onto 
wagons and distributed along the 
ruts, but warm weather has melted 
the ice about as fast it has been put 
in. 
The firm had expected to cut 
about 6,000,000 feet at these two 
camps, bat so far have gotten in but 
about 1,700,000.

Of General Interest. 
Those who take an interest in the 
study of natural history maybe pleased 
to know that in a few weeks the stag 
deer in the park will undergo a de­ 
cided change. 
He will soon be shorn 
of the royal antlers that have made 
him for the last year the pride of the 
glen. 
W ith the loss of the antlers the 
stag will change his disposition and 
become as docile as a lamb. 
He will 
show an inclination to court public 
petting rather than avoid it. 
He will 
remain in this condition of tem per 
until the beginning of March, when 
he will show a disposition to lurk in 
«*equestered spots of the glen and 
timidly avoid the presence of all, even 


o f his kind. 
D uring this period, on 
the spot where the antlers were, a 
pair of protuberances will make their 
appearance, covered with a soft, dark, 
velvety skin. 
These will attain a 
considerable growth in a few days. 
The carotid arteries of these protuber­ 
ances will enlarge with them in order 
to supply a sufficiency of nourish­ 
ment. 
When the new antlers have 
attained their full growth, which will 
be in ten weeks after the old ones 
have been shed, the bony rings at the 
base through which the antlers pass 
will begin to thicken, and gradually 
tilling up will compress the blood 
vessels and ultim ately obliterate them. 
The velvety skin that surrounds the 
bone, being thus deprived of nourish­ 
ment, will lose its vitality and will be 
rubbed off in shreds by the stag on 
the edges of rocks or other hard 
substances. 
As soon as the full size 
of the antlers is attained the docile 
disposition of the deer will disppear, 
and he will become once more for the 
year the tierce and unfriendly king of 
the glen. 
The age of the deer, ac­ 
cording to writers on natural history, 
is computed by the num ber of points 
on the antlers. 
At the present time 
there are six. 
The next set will bear 
seven, showing that seven summers 
have passed since the date of his 
birth.—San Francisco Cronicle.

Then 
begins a struggle between his will power 
and his craving lor food, which is the most 
horrible feature ol his effort at sell-destruc- 
tion. 
The iron will ol the man invariably wins, 
and bis condition is rapidly becoming such 
that the desire for food will be lost in the 
latal lassitude that will precede his last 
hours.

SFNATE. 
Mr. D onnelly presented a long and vigor­ 
ous protect, signed by tw enty-seven dem o­ 
cratic and A lliance Senators, against the 
action of the president of th e senate in re­ 
lation to the protest of the Republican sen­ 
ators who objected to the novel method of 
selecting th e com m ittees. 
Senator P hillips presented a bill which 
proposes an am endm ent to the constitution 
w hich is a step tow ard the realizationofthe 
single tax idea. 
T he bill of Senator Tawney am ending the 
ju ry law d u o away with the practice of se­ 
curing “struck" Juries in ordinary cases. 
Ramsey and H ennepin counties are ex­ 
cepted from the provisions o fth e bill. 
Senator 
H om pe’s bill regarding land 
w ithin the m eandered line of lakes provides 
th at such lands m ay be sold in the same 
m anner as school lands, and th e proceeds 
shall be devoted to school purposes. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. Cross of G oodhue introduced an im­ 
portant railrc>a«i hill, granting to railroad 
com panies the right to m e the right of w ay 
o f other com panies under certain condi­ 
tions. 
Mr. Currier of Blue Karth subm itted a 
resolution tin* other day to the effect th at 
the house and senate concurring, the legis­ 
lature petition congress to so am end the 
constitution o fth e Cniied States as to have 
the U nited States senators elected by the 
people. 
This resolution was called up by 
Mr. Lorn*!) of Ramsey, and in a vigor­ 
ous speech Mr. Loin on opposed the passage 
o f th e resolution. 
Mr. l'cig took an opj>o- 
site view, and declared the present system 
o f electing I iff ted States senators to be a 
m ost fertile source of corruption, alluding 
to the last senatorial election. 
Mr. Reeve 
spoke against th e resolution, but a vote be­ 
ing taken it was carried by si to 11.

SENATE. 
Senator M arch introduced a jo in t resolu­ 
tion calling for the appointm ent of a jo in t 
com m ittee of two senators and three m em ­ 
bers of the house to consider the question 
of Waterways. 
The idea is to have the 
com m ittee investigate the feasibility o f es­ 
tablishing waterways connecting those al­ 
ready in existence.* 
Senator Davis presented a bill which al­ 
lowed all grand or petit jurors the sum of 
$2 and coroners and justice court jurors $1 
per day and all of them 10 cents per m ile 
for traveling expenses.

steam boilers provides for an inspector in 
each congressional district who shall in ­ 
spect all boilers not subject to U nited 
States inspection. 
Senator M cM illan presented a bill pro­ 
viding for an am endm ent to the constitu­ 
tion creating a court of pardons, which 
court shall exercise the pardoning power 
now vested in the governor. 


HOUSE. 
M r. Feig introduced a bill to reduce the 
salary o f the secretary of the state board of 
health from .>2,5<hi to $1,000 per annum . 
Mr 1 Jell introduced a hill authorizing 
corporations organized under the laws of 
the state to renew at the end o fth e tim e for 
w hich they have been organized. 
The 
present law pla e< the lim it at th irty years, 
after w hich tim e they expire. 
T he question 
o f abolishing the wolf 
bounties, which l as been brought up by a 
bill introduced by Mr. Bell of ltam sev in­ 
to the house, is lik d v to create considera­ 
ble excitem ent. 
The pay o f these bounties 
has for the past seven or eight years been a 
serious strain 
njwm the state treasury. 
Since 1885 the am ount paid out in bounties 
has been largely increased each year, until 
the annual appropriation lias become en­ 
tirely inadequate to meet the dem ands. 
D uring certain m onths of the year the 
bounty is only s3 per scalp, w hile during 
other m ontlo it i> 85. 
It B alleged that in 
certain counties ccitain persons have been 
in th e habit of farm ing wolveo, and also of 
keeping th e w olf cub- in captivity during 
the m onths when their scalps have been 
only $3 until the $5 m onths cam e around. 
It is also alleged that w olf scalps have been 
im ported from other Mates and th at gener­ 
ally speaking th e bounty system has been 
grossly abu ed.

SENATE. 
Senator M ayo’s jo in t resolution calls tip- 
on the judiciary com m ittee to investigate 
the condition o f th e railroads of the state 
and to collect full inform ation as to th e 
mileage; am ount paid for construction and 
for rights of wav and depot grounds; value 
of all property; salaries paid to officers, at­ 
torneys mid agents; num ber o f persons em ­ 
ployed and salaries paid; am ount of operat­ 
ing expenses; am ount of stock issued and 
on w hat accounts, w ith the the nam es ot 
the present holders; the forms of contracts 
used by the com panies w hether the m ana­ 
gers or other officers are in any way in­ 
terested intlie shipm ent o f freight or pas­ 
sengers over their respective roads, ana all 
O th e r inform ation obtainable. 
Senator Searie- bill providing for a m on­ 
um ent for the First M innesota on the Get­ 
tysburg battletield appropriates $20,000 for 
the purpose. 
The house bill authorizing the county of 
I-ake to issue bond- for the construction of 
t uads wa^ passed by the senate under sus­ 
pension of the rule-. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. Gildea, of l’ipe-tone, offered a reso­ 
lution m aking provision for th e appoint­ 
m ent o fa com m ittee of three to investigate 
the railroads of the tate as to cost, w atered 
stock, etc., being in substance th e sam e as 
th at introduced by M r. W agoner. 
Mr. Searie called up Mr. C urrier’s resolu­ 
tion m em orializing congress fo rth e su b - 
mission o fa constitutional am endm ent al­ 
low ing the election of president and vice 
president of the I litcd State- by a direct 
vote ol tlie pi pic, and m oved that it be in ­ 
definitely |K> tj oned. 
It was defeated by a 
vote of*41 y>-as to 51 nays. 
T he resolution 
Was th e n discussed and passed. 


F rid a y J a n . 2 3 . 
SENATE. 
T he fird question to raise a breeze was a 
joint m em orial to congress, presented by 
Senator D onnelly. Tins m em orial pray­ 
ed for the pa--age of the Butt erw orth bill 
prohibiting the dealing in options. There 
was a long pream ble in which the enorm ity 
of the crim e o f gam bling in agricultural 
products was referred to, and the statem ent 
m ade tlm t dealing in options hail covered 
the country w ith m ortgage' and produced 
«uch a state of di content th a t portions of 
the country were •‘perilously near revolu­ 
tion.” 
Senator Stevens offered an am endm ent 
which w ould m ake the paper m ore perti­ 
nent, and it \\u- likewise adopted.

Senator Loinm en’s m easure anent the 
raiload com m ission provides th at when 
they m ake rates for the railroad com panies 
sucii rates m ust be put into effect in ten 
days. 
Senator L eavitt’s bill regarding the pub­ 
lic exam iner lixes the fee for exam ination 
of a corporation where capital is $25,000 or 
less at $10. 
HOUSE. 
A fter a session la-ting close upon four 
hours the house, by a straight party vote, 
decided the D unn-Vrice election case in 
favor of th e D em ocrat—Mr. Brice by a vote 
of.64 to 42. 
W . H . T ripp—A n act fo rth e protection 
of corporations organized, existing or doing 
business under th e law s o fth e State o f Min- 
• aesota. 
Mr K inney introduced a resolution pro­ 
viding th at tho special com m ittee to invest­ 
igate th e state prison at Stillw ater and its 
m anagem ent fo rth e ]>a>t two years be given 
powers to investigate the 'ta te contracts 
w ith Seym our, Satiin & Co., the M innesota 
iresher* com pany and other com panies 
since 1878 to date,* and th at they be autho­ 
rized to hire a room and engage elerical 
heli>. T he resolution was passed. 


F a c t s fo r F a r m e r s, 
The sooner you begin to teach a 
colt the tnore docile it will become. 
Hogs’ ills usually result of crowding 
and uncleanly surroundings. 
The results of good feed are often 
credited to the breed. 
Take off the blinders and give the 
horse a chance to see things as they 
are. 
The more convenient the arrange­ 
ments for feeding stock, the less the 
cost of care. 
If cattle are always kept in good 
condition, they are always ready for 
the m arket. 
Comfortable blankets m ay save a 
veterinarian’s bill or the life of a 
horse or two. 


’ 
Wire fence without barbs will stop 
ordinary stock and it is cheaper than 
barbed, besides being more humane. 
At present prices better sell oats to 
people who have horses to feed and 
buy bran for cattle. 
It looks as if we shall have to soon 
have regular inspection of herds and 
stables. 
The people of France want our 
pork. It is hard to tell what the gov­ 
ernment wants. 
Never allow' your horse to lose con­ 
fidence in you. To keep its confidence 
is half the battle. 
Simply keeping life in the animal 
during the winter is an old plan, but 
it is not a paying one. 
We have always found changing 
square off from one kind of feed to 
another very unsatisfactory. 
The quality of the colt and not the 
cost of the service of the stallion, 
should be the controling consideration. 
The only way to make horse-raising 
profitable is to breed and feed for the 
best. 


P ig s In W arm Q u a r te r s. 
Pigs, especially the improved breeds, 
have less covering than m ost other 
domestic 
animals. They 
therefore 
need warm 
winter sleeping 
a p a rt­ 
ments, but should not be put where 
they can burrow’ under straw or m an­ 
ure and cover themselves up, as they 
will if they get a chance. A tightly en­ 
closed room not over six six feet high, 
and enough straw for them to lie on 
comfortably, is better than an indefi­ 
nite pile of straw out of doors. When 
the pigs come out from the latter re­ 
tre a t they are often too warm, and 
becoming chilled while a t the trough 
they takecold,as other animals would 
do under like conditions. 


T h e L au n d ry. 
Mildew’ can be removed by soaking 
in butterm ilk, or putting lemon juice 
and salt upon it and exposing it to 
the hot sun. 
If ribbons need renewing wash them 
in cool suds made of soap, and iron 
when dam p. 
Cover with a clean 
cloth and iron over it. 
Equal parts of am m onia and tu r­ 
pentine form an excellent washing flu­ 
id. P u t two spoonfuls into the water 
in which the clothes are boiled. 
To remove the shiny look from 
black clothes wash well, then dip 
black cloth in hot tea and coffee,equal 
parts of each, and sponge clothes.

A D V E R T IS IN G D O D G E S . 


E n g lish Dairying;. 
The British Dairy Farm ers’ associa­ 
tion held an interesting meeting a 
short tim e since a t York from the pro­ 
ceedings of which it appears th a t the 
farmers of the United States are likely 
to have more com petition in th a t 
direction than they have had for some 
time. 
F o r ten years there has been an im­ 
p o rtan t change in English agriculture. 
There has been a constant falling off 
in grain. The English farmer has 
found it impossible to compete with 
the wheet growers of Ameaica and 
Russia. They have been driven from 
wheat to grass. 
At the same time, notwithstanding 
the change somewhat relieved them, 
they have been hard put to it in com­ 
petition in live stock. It is alm ost 
impossible for them raise stoekcattle 
in competition with those grown on 
the cheaper lands of Canada. If cheap 
stock cattle, or “store cattle,” as they 
are called in England, could be freely 
im ported from the ranges of the 
United States and of the northw est­ 
ern territory of the dominion of Can­ 
ada, the farmers of England could, 
perhaps, m aintain a foothold by fat­ 
tening them. But although they have 
petitioned the government for free im- j 
port a t ion, it has refused to modify its 
prohibitory edict which keeps out 
American cattle under the guise of 
sanitary regulation. 
The result has been th a t there has 
lately been a growing tendency to 
dairy farming. Even here the English 
farmers have felt severely the effects 
of 
com petition 
of 
the 
butter 
makers of the United States, Den­ 
m ark and France. But there have 
been distinct influences to encourage 
English dairying. The price of good 
b utter has steadily advancod, nut- 
withstanding the increase of im porta­ 
tions. There was $49,832,960 worth 
of butter imported in 1889, which was 
an increase of $6,326,450 over 1888. 
The abandonm ent of wheat growing 
compelled English farmers to look for 
something 
more 
profitable, 
and 
during the last two or three years 
they have been making up their minds 
to go into dairying more than they 
have done. And all the indications 
are th a t the demand for good butter 
will increase much more rapidly than 
the supply, no m atter how’ large it 
may be.

But it is not in the 
way of drawings alone th a t advertis­ 
ers make their announcements con­ 
spicuous. The cards displayed in the 
street ears, especially those cotnaining

Now and then two rivals 
in buisness seek to get the better of 
another, avoiding a t the same time, 
so far as is possible, any legal liability. 
For instance, a baking powder con­ 
cern publishes a drawing showing a 
servant maid at the rear door return­ 
ing a can of a rival’s product to the 
grocer’s boy with injunction to take it 
back as it contains am m onia and 
bring a can of 
’s in its place. The 
wit of the m atter consists in the 
m anner in which the servant holds 
the can in her hand, which is so tu rn ­ 
ed th a t but a portion of the label of 
the can can be read. While the entire 
label is not visible, a sufficient portion 
can be seen to indicate without doubt 
what brand of powder it is which is 
condemned. To show the entire label 
might make the advertiser liable to n 
suit for damages, but whether a prose­ 
cutor could recover in such a case as 
this might perhaps be a fine point to 
decide. 
It reminds one cJf a famous case not 
long ago in London between the m an­ 
ager of a variety theatre and a wine 
m erchant.

Repair Shop Burned. 
The ringing of the fire bell on Sun­ 
day evening at 10:45, brought the 
populace out on double quick time, 
and the lurid flames that shot sky­ 
ward indicated the fire to be among 
the Northern Pacific shops in East 
Brainerd. 
The blaze was located in 
the large wooden structure known as 
the old paint shop, but which for some 
time past has been used as a car re­ 
pair shop, and the fire department 
was quickly on hand. 
The inflamable 
material with which the building was 
filled made it impossible to save the 
building or any of its contents, and 
the attention of the firemen was di­ 
rected to saving the surrounding 
property, and confine the fire to the 
one building. 
Inside the building 
were twelve flat cars undergoing re­ 
pairs, besides a quantity of lumber 
and some paints and oils, which were 
stored in a room on the north side of 
it. 
So quickly did the fire burn that 
several box cars standing on the tracks 
near the building were badly damaged 
before they could be removed. 
We 
are informed that the company’s loss 
is estimated at from $10,000 to $12,000 
which iB fully covered by their blanket 
insurance. 
In this department there wore about 
ninety men at work, and every one of 
them lost their kit of tools, which 
were kept in the building when not in 
use, the value of the entire lot being 
nearly $4,000. It may not be generally 
known that in many branches of work 
in railroad business the workman have 
to furnish their own tools and this was 
one of them. 
The loss is a serious 
one to the men, and some of their

Taxation of Railroad Lands. 
On Wednesday afternoon, pursuant 
to a call issued from Aitkin, a number 
of prominent officials for the northern 
counties assembled in this city for the 
purpose of discussing th<* subject of 
taxation of lands now exempt. 
The 
meeting organized by electing W. R. 
Mayer, of Carlton county, as chair­ 
man, and Wm. Spencer, of Aitkin, us 
secretary. 
The county where the 
movement originated claims to have 
750,000 acres of land exempt, and the 
representatives from that region seem 
determined 10 push the matter to a 
finnl termination, if possible, in the 
legislature this winter. 
The result of 
the meeting 
after an afternoon’s 
deliberation was to call a state con­ 
vention at Wadena on Feb. 10th, to 
which every county in the state will 
be requested to send two delegates. 
A committee with power to employ 
counsel was appointed, who will direct 
the action of the convention and draft 
such bills as are necessary to present 
to the state convention. 
The follow­ 
ing resolutions 
were unanimously 
adopted: 
W h e re a s , There is in the northern 
portion of this state, aluuc the line of 
the Great Northern. Northern Pacific 
and St. Paul & Duluth ia.Linds, a 
large quantity, am ounting in I he aggre­ 
gate to millions of ucrca of land, un- 
tax ed, and, 
W h e re a s , The railroad companies 
owning said lands hold them for sale 
at a price beyond their aetual value 
for farming purposes, so that t h e y are 
practically withdrawn from the mar 
ket, and are not sold or unproved, ai.d 
W h e re a s , The said lands being ex­ 
empt and not taxed, they do not beai 
their just proportion of maintaining 
county and municipal governments, 
the expense ol counti noting and main­ 
taining roads and bridges; and, 
W h e r e a s , By reason of the afore­ 
said facts, the other lands adjacent 
thereto, and in many canes being a 
nmall am ount, com pared 
with the 
am ount of railroad lands, is com pelled 
to bear more than their just proportion 
of said expenses, and tlieieb y greatl> 
hindering and retaiding the develop 
m ent of the northern portion of this 
state; and. 
W h e r e a s , The said railroad com ­ 
panies ow ning said land grants pa) 
3 pci cent of their gross earnings inter 
the state treasury, in lieu o f ail taxes 
and assessments. 
Ireing 
the 
sam e 
am ount paid by other railroad com ­ 
panies in this state having no land 
giants, and none of the proceeds from 
the -aie «»1 the said lauds or any of the 
products thereof go ter m ake up any 
(Motion of the said gross earnings, so 
that the said mode o! taxation am ounts 
to an absolute 
exem ption from all 
j taxes, which we regard as a gross in 
justice to all tax-payers in this state, 
wrong in principle and should he abol- 
I udied.

R eligion in R u ssia. 
Most educated Russians have no 
religion a t all. The clergy are divid­ 
ed into two classes, the black and the 
white. The white clergy, or parochial 
priests, are in a very low state ofcul- 
ture and material well-being, which 
condition has been brought about 
by long years of existence under a 
baneful system. In the days of serf­ 
dom the priesthood formed a caste 
of their own, the nobility refusing to 
renounce their worldly position to 
assume the sacerdotal office, and the 
peasents, being serfs, could not re 
cruit the ian k i of the priesthood. 
They were dreaded by the peasants 
and despised by the nobility. This 
contempt is illustrated by M. l^eroy- 
Iieaulieu. It is customary for all 
laymen to show outward respect for 
the church by kissing the hands ot its 
ministers. On one occasion a village 
priest, receiving a grand duke a t the 
door of his church, and not being used 
to such exalted personages, hesit 
ated to offer his hand. The grand 
duke, becoming impatient, exclaim­ 
ed: “Stretch out yqur paw, you 
fooll” The main revenue of the par­ 
ish priests is derived from church 
fees, and the weak, poverty stricken 
priest is tempted to fawn on his con­ 
gregation with the hope of helping 
his income. The black clergy include 
highly educated gentlemen, polite 
scholars and men of the world, and 
they enjoyed the respect of society. 
The beauty of the Greek church ser­ 
vice ia dwelt upon, especially the m ar­ 
velous chanting of the choir. The 
human voice is unaided by n»jy in­ 
strum ental music, as to the Russian 
mind it; would be impious to worship 
God by machinery.

Comparatively few silk cocoons are 
raised in this country—not more than 
10,000 pounds in all, probably—of 
whichamount the United States gov­ 
ernment purchases about one-halffor 
experimental purposes. 
In France 
every farmer s wife raises a few pounds 
of cocoons every spring and makes 
money 1*3' selling them, and in this 
way, mainly, is the silk crop of th a t 
country grown. There are few occu­ 
pations more easy or agreeable for a 
woman than the raising ofcacoons, 
and it offers a new source of income 
to wivesand daughters in allsections 
ofthecountry. The way to get started 
in it seems easy enough, savi New 
Y orkExportand Finance. Any wom­ 
an in the United States who will 
take the trouble to write to the silk 
bureau of the department of agricul­ 
ture this month, with a request for 
silkworm eggs, will receive, during 
the month following, n quarter of an 
ounce of them, which will contain 
about 9,000, in a little box. The de­ 
partm ent will also furnish informa­ 
tion as to the l>e&t and most ap­ 
proved method for preparing and 
raising thecacoous. With two ounces 
of eggs a woman ought to be able to 
raise 50 or 00 pounds per annum 
between the middle of .March and the 
first of June. Cocoons nre worth over 
$1 a pound now. When the great 
demanJ for cocoons arrives, as it 
surely will before long, some of those 
interested in the m atter at the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture ssem tothink 
th a t more than 100,000 rom en will 
find very profitable employment in 
supplying these cocoons to the silk 
factories in this country.—Charles 
ton, S. C., Word.
